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For as many as have sinned without law shall also perish without 
law: and as many as have sinned in the law shall be judged by the law: 
(For not the hearers of the law are just before God, but the doers of 
law shall be justified.”—RoMANS 2: 12, 13. et 
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FIGURES THAT DO NOT LIE. 


In a pamphlet on “Mormons and Mormonism,” which has deservedly . 
obtained a wide circulation, the author, who is not a “Mormon,” gives 
some data taken from the records of the Utah penitentiary. This is for 
the purpose of contrasting the morals of the “Mormons” with that of 
the non-“Mormons,” and of refuting the charge‘of immorality so fre- 
quently brought against the former, more particularly by professed minis- 
ters of the Gospel. 

The statistics are not new. They have been published before, and they 
are authentic. But they are very distasteful to the gentlemen who are 
making capital—literally—out of the new crusade against the Latter-day 
Saints. One of our Elders in Manitoba quoted from them in reply to 
some ministerial attacks; whereupon a Presbyterian Dr., well known in 
Utah for his bitterness and hypoctisy, obtained space in the Free Press 
for a long tirade from which we make the annexed extract: 

“His statistics give some information. He says there were 51 sinners 
in the penitentiary, of which number 5 were Mormons. Of the 1,561 
arrests in Salt Lake City in 1882, 188 were Mormons, that is Saints. Not 
a Methodist, Baptist, Congregationalist or Presbyterian among them. Of 
the 66 saloons six of them were kept by Saints, not one of them by Chris- 
tians. The gambling houses were all kept by sinners, but no Christian 
among them. It is a pleasure to know that the Christian churches were 
not represented in the penitentiary, the gambling houses, saloons or 
brothels. It would have been a pleasure to know that Mormons were not 
represented in any of these places.” 

The sophistry contained in the foregoing paragraph, like the figures 
which do NOT lie, convey nothing new. The dodge has been tried before 
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and by so-called Christian ministers. It will be seen that the community 
here at the time mentioned was divided into two classes, called respec- 
tively “Mormons” and “Gentiles” or non-“Mormons.” Those known as 
“Mormons” were not, by any means, all members of the Church, any more 
than all non-“Mormons” were members of the sectarian churches. The 
term is used, as the word “Christian” is used in contrast with the people 
outside of Christendom. 

The Reverend Dr. says the persons arrested in 1882 “were Mormons, 
that is Saints.” He knew that in saying so he was guilty of wilful decep- 
tion and fraud. Members of the “Mormon” Church guilty of such offenses 
as those for which the members mentioned were arrested, would be cut 
off the Church and would not be counted as “Saints.” Persons of Mor- 
mon” parentage or family connection are usually counted as “Mormons,” 
without reference at all to their Church standing or fellowship. School 
children were divided into the same classes—“ Mormon” and non-“ Mor- 
mon,” under the Act of Congress of March 3, 1887. 

But is it a fact that, as the Dr. asserts, none of the non-“ Mormons” 
under arrest were Christians? Yes, if the term is used to mean persons 
of truly Christian character. In that sense none of them were Christians 
and none of the others Saints. But as the term is employed in contrast 
to “Mormons,” certainly it is not a fact, for they were Christians in the 
popular sense, and some of them were of the different religious faiths or 
of sectarian parentage. To prove this we will have to give a few more 
statistics, also from penitentiary records, and these, too, are not new: 

In May, 1884, there were in the Utah Penitentiary 95 prisoners, classified 
as follows: 

“Mormons,” 16; Non-“Mormons,” 79. 


The following further details show the proportion of professors of several 
local sectarian religious bodies as compared with the “Mormons.”

In this connection there is another telling consideration to be taken 
into account. The anti-“ Mormons,“ here and elsewhere, never ceased 
boasting of their superior civilization over that of the “Mormons,” con- 
sequently it will be good logic to conclude that most of the 79 non- Mor- 
mon” convicts were bred, born and reared by Christian parents in Chris- 
tian communities, brought up in the midst of acknowledged culture, 
refinement and a high order of civilization. 

Thus it will be seen that “the Christian churches were represented in 
the Penitentiary,” as they have been, all along, in Utah and elsewhere, 
and that the Dr. was misstating the whole matter, thinking that statistics 
to meet his falsehoods were not just now attainable, especially in far off 
Manitoba. 

Now let it be understood that we do not place the blame of the crimes 
committed by so-called Christians, upon the churches to which they belong 
or in which they may have been reared: That is one of the “Christian” 
methods pursued toward the “Mormons,” but it is too deceitful and con- 
temptible for the “Mormons” to imitate. But we will say this, and it can 
be proven beyond successful dispute, that until the advent of what was 
called “Christian civilization” with its religious preachers, disciples of 
the learned professions, gamblers, harlots, loafers and the usual con- 
comitants of those elements into this quiet and orderly community, such 
crimes as are herein enumerated were almost unknown, and they are not 
products of “Mormon” teaching or influence. 

We do not insinuate that any Christian church or society advocates sin 
or crime. We do not place the responsibility for the vices and evils 
abounding in Christendom upon any of the numerous Christian sects. 
We simply repudiate the charge of immorality against the “Mormons,” 
and explode the sophistical statements and arguments of professed Chris- 
tian ministers, who are trying to make money by the defamation of the 
“Mormons” and misrepresentations of “Mormonism.”— Deseret News. 


A MOMENTOUS CRISIS. 


Dr. [srpore SINGER, a noted Jewish scholar and author, recently made 
a most remarkable statement regarding the Mosaic religion in its present 
status. The great question of the day, he says, is this: Can and ought 
Judaism to continue its existence in modern times upon those bases which 
have served as ite foundation in the past? If not, what new form shall 
Judaism be made to assume in order to advance both the general progress 
of humanity and the welfare of our children and grand children?” 

The doctor notes that the children of his people are disinclined to 
espouse and suffer for those principles which were dear to their ancestors, 
and the consequence will be that those principles in the near future will 
cease to be more than historical memories. He calls attention to the fact 
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that the Hebrews in the past were grouped about the Torah and the 
Talmud, literary works regarded as of divine origin; at present the con- 
tact of the Jews with Christian society and with the life of the nineteenth 
century, has dealt, he says, a mortal blow to Judaism; the observance of 
the Sabbath and the numerous rites have become a burden, while a critical 
study of the Old Testament and the comparative history of religions have 
shaken the faith of the people regarding the origin of the sacred books, 
until parents find themselves unable to answer the questions of their 
children, leaving the latter to extricate themselves as best they can from 
the maze of skepticism in which they have been caught. He concludes as 
follows: 

“It is for us who still belong to a generation which has both seen and 
lived the ancient religious life of the parents, to determine whether we 
shall in our turn transmit to our offspring that Ez Chayim,’ that ‘Tree 
of Life,’ which served as the mainstay of our ancestors in the darkest 
periods of their existence, or whether we shall base the religious education 
of our descendants upon the famous ‘help thyself’ principle. If the latter 
be our choice, let us at least have the courage to carry out that principle 
to its logical conclusion; let us then say to our children in all frankness: 
Our religion, the religion of your elders, does not accord with your ideas. 
We have neither the power nor desire to impose it upon you. Make your 
peace with your God and your conscience as best you can,’ and, that said, 
let us cease to erect new synagogues, let us close our seminaries of theology, 
and let disintegrate, little by little, our ancient communal organizations.” 

The whole trend of the argument reveals the fact that in the opinion of 
the foremost Jewish thinkers the nation is approaching one of the most 
momentous crises of its history. And what renders the situation still 
more serious is the other fact that modern Christianity offers no solution 
of the questions that confront a perplexed adherent of Judaism. The 
Christians are in à similar situation to that of their Mosaic brethren. 
Uncertainty regarding vital truths marks the creeds; skepticism alternates 
with blind superstition; unbelief in scientific disguises invades the insti- 
tutes of learning and the pulpite. The result is that although the preva- 
lent Christianity offers to make the “burdens” of Judaism easier in moat 
respects, it has no real resting-place for the weary wanderer. The greatest 
mistake of the Hebrews would be to discard the religion for which their 
fathers suffered for the various creeds that really received their seal at a 
time when pagan philosophy was substituted for primitive Christianity. 
It would amount to a calamity to them if not to the whole human race. 

Judaism still has within easy reach the principles of truth which 
ultimately are to supply power for the regeneration of the world. It is 
impossible to study the Torah, or law, without being impressed with this 
fact. When all the various traditions of men are set aside and we pene- 
trate through the complex ceremonial rites and behold in their full signifi- 
cance the moral precepts, the statutes relating to property, to debt, to 
warfare, to courts of justice and various social relations between man and 
man, we can understand the saying of one of the New Testament writers, 
himself a Jew: “For if the casting away of them [the Hebrews] be the 
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reconciling of the world, what shall the receiving of them be, but life from 
the dead?” And this seems to be the future mission of the chosen des- 
cendants of Abraham in the world. It is to bring about a resurrection, 
as it were; a complete change as from death to life. This clearly cannot 
be done, however, by giving up one error and embracing another. It can 
only be done by returning to Israel’s God in all sincerity and listening to 
the Prophets He has raised up in this age, as the fathers heard Moses and 
the ancient inspirec men, and then dedicating the splendid mental, intel- 
lectual and material achievements on the altar of Jehovah for the good of 
the race. 

It may confidently be expected that even the present crisis of Judaism 
will lead to the accomplishment of some such results. It will undoubtedly 
serve to sift out the genuine Israelites from those who merely bear the 
name. And when in the fulness of time the signal is sounded throughout 
the world, as formerly the blasts of the silver trumpets from the mountain 
tops of Judea to usher in the glorious year of Jubilee, the former will rally 
and wend their way in exultant joy to the howe of their fathers. All the 
troubles of the Jews are due to the fact that they have broken the coven- 
ants the Lord made with their fathers when He led them out of Egypt 
(Deut. 29: 25). A glorious future is theirs from the day they again are 
willing to return and obey His voice (Deut. 30: 1-]0).—Deseret Weekly. 


RETURN OF THE JEWS TO PALESTINE. 


Unper the auspices of the London. Society for Promoting Christianity 
amongst the Jews, a largely attended meeting was held some time ago in 
Hope Hall, Liverpool, to hear addresses bearing on the Jewish question 
by Lady Carbery (president of the Beehive for Israel), Rev. Samuel Schor, 
and the Rev. C. S. Painter, the latter of whom has just returned from 
Palestine. The chair was occupied by Mr. T. F. A. Agnew, who referred 
to the great interest now taken in the Jewish people, and the importance 
of the movement for re stablishing them in Palestine. The Jews now 
numbered 12,000,000 souls, and were no longer scattered units, without 
any bonds of cohesion, but werc year by year being brought closer and 
closer together. An organization with a capital of two millions had been 
formed to facilitate the colonisation of the Holy Land, while Baron Roths- 
child had bought large tracts of land, to be handed over to those of his 
fellow Jews who were willing to develop the resources of the country. He 
strongly deprecated the harsh treatment of the Jews by Continental 
nations, and hoped that the love and sympathy of Christian England to- 
wards this marvellous people would broaden and extend to such a degree 
as to make those nations ashamed of themselves (applause). 

Lady Carbery then gave a short address on the work of the Zionist 
movement, which, she said, she regarded as the beginning of the fulfilment 
of the prophecy of the dry bones. The Jews were now making a great 
noise throughout Europe. It was expected that next year many thousands 
of Jews would leave Russia for Palestine, the pioneers of the great restora- 
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tion which was to come, and which she believed would be marked by some 
great miraculous manifestation. 

The Rev. C. S. Painter gave an interesting account of his recent visit 
to eleven of the Jewish colonies in Palestine, some of which, he said, were 
subsidised by Baron Rothschild, and others self-supporting. He had found 
that the Jews were doing what several other nations had failed to do— 
they were successfully colonising the Holy Land; and the colonists were 
not the pale-faced people they knew, but healthy, sun-burnt, stalwarts 
fellows, free and happy on their own soil (applause). He had been sur- 
prised to find that Jerusalem was now a Jewish city. 

The Rev. S. Schor subsequently gave a lecture on the same subject, the 
= of which was enhanced by a series of lantern views.— Liverpool

THE IRVINGITES. 


Henry DruMMOND, a brilliant and eccentric banker of Charing Cross, 
who represented Surrey in Parliament and died in 1861, was one of the 
twelve “apostles” of the Irvingite body who were supposed to be set 
apart in 1835 for the work of preparing the world for the Second Advent. 
His wealth, his cleverness, his masterful will, and his entire devotion to 
his creed made him a most influential member of his community. His 
beautiful estate of Albury, in Surrey, is the Mecca of Irvingism. There 
is the “apostles’” chapel; there a colony of believers gathers round it; 
andjthere still lives the last survivor of the Irvingite “apostles.” 

Mr. Francis Valentine Woodhouse, who was a student of the Inner 
Temple in 1820, fis now the father of the bar as well as the last of the 
“apostles.” Mr. Drummond had no surviving son, and his elder daughter 
and heiress married the Duke of Northumberland who has just died. As 
a result of that marriage the house of Percy have been the most important 
adherents of the, Irvingite faith. It is a fundamental rule of Irvingism 
that every member gives a tithe of his income to religious uses, and the 
Duke of Northumberland’s tithe must go a long way towards maintaining 
the splendid fabric and services of the church at Gordon Square. The 
late Duchess was a woman of great intelligence and force of character and 
she devoted all her energies to the maintenance of that peculiar form of 
which (says the Manchester Guardian), though it is called by Edward 
Irving’s name, was really founded by her father, Mr. Drummond. Some 
years ago the Church Quarterly Review published an article dealing very 
satirically with certain. miraculous events supposed to have occurred at 
Albury in Mr. Drummond’s time. The new Duke and Duchess and all 
their family adhere to the Irvingite belief. The Irvingite Church has no 
connection whatever with the Establishment. They style themselves the 
“Catholic Apostolic Church,” and they were founded in 1829 by the Rev. 
Edward Irving, a half-mad Presbyterian minister who came to imagine 
that he had “the gift of tongues,”

CHURCH CONFERENCES. 


A very pleasant, useful and soul-inspiring custom has become fixed 
among the Latter-day Saints. It is that of holding Conferences at 
regular intervals in every department of Church organization whether at 
home, in the gathering place of the Saints, or abroad in the various 
Missions and Conferenees throughout the world. 

Last Friday, Saturday and Sunday in Salt Lake City, there was probably 
one of the largest gatherings of this nature that has ever convened in the 
history of the Church. The Saints are increasing in numbers and in 
interest in the Great Latter-day Work, so that there will have been in 
attendance representatives from forty Stakes of Zion located in seven 
States and Territories besides in Canada and Mexico. 

The Annual Conference commences on the 6th of April of each year and 
generally continues three days, this date is the anniversary of the organ- 
ization of the Church in 1830. The Semi-annual Conference convenes on 
the 6th of October. 

These two gatherings are times of general rejoicing, not only as spiritual 
feasts, which they are to an eminent degree, but as times of re-union of old 
frieads, who have been separated probably for many years. 

There is no feature in the Church that tends more to keep the Saints in 
touch with one another and with the general spirit and genius of the Gospel 
and its aims and workings; and the spirit there manifest is carried by 
those in attendance to the most remote parts of the Zion of the latter 
days, and is disseminated among those who have been unable personally | 
to attend. Not only does it reach every town and hamlet in that country, 
but, through the medium of the press, it is carried to every nation where 
there is sufficient religious freedom to allow a single elder to preach the 
Gospel of Christ as revealed in these latter days. 

A very beautiful and impressive feature of ene assemblies is the 
presentation of the names of all the leading authorities of the Church to 
see if the people are willing to sustain them in their various offices and 
callings, and if there is one individual in that vast assemblage who knows 
of any reason why any one of the officers should not be sustained, he can 
have the privilege to make it manifest, and his objections will be heard. 

That every member of the Church may have the opportunity to vote for 
or against sustaining the Church leaders, Conferences are held in all the 
Stakes and in every mission throughout the world, where the names are 
presented as they are at the General Conferences. 
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To unify and to bring into sympathy the various organizations, such as 
Sunday Schools, Ladies’ Relief Societies, Young Men’s and Young Ladies’ 
Mutual [mprovement Associations and Primary Associations, there are 
Church and Stake Conferences held annually, wherein instructions are 
given and views interchanged, thereby presenting the experience of those 
who have been the most successful for the benefit of others who are less 
experienced and less successful. In these gatherings rules are adopted 
and plans formulated for the successful working of the organizations in 
the various wards and branches of the Church. 

The Stake Conferences are held every three months, generally lasting 
two days, and are visited by some of the Apostles or other general Church 
authorities, and so all the people, no matter how remote from head-quarters, 
may become acquainted with the leaders of Latter-day Israel, and the 
leaders may become acquainted with the conditions and organizations of 
every Stake and ward throughout the Church, and are able to minister to 
them the word of the Lord as their several necessities may demand. 

The people look forward to these conferences with pleasurable antici- 
pations, knowing by former experiences that they are veritable spiritual 
feasts, wberein the hearts of the Saints are drawn more closely together 
in the bonds of brotherly love and union, and that the Spirit there dis- 
seminated will bring joy and satisfaction and give courage and faith to 
meet the trials of life and to overcome the powers of evil and lead on 
towards that perfection of life anticipated and desired by every true 
Latter-day Saint. A. W.

INJURIOUS EFFECT OF ANGER. 


An English journal thus comments on the injurious effects of anger: 
Anger serves the unhappy mortal who indulges in it much the same as 
intoxicants constantly taken do the inebriate. It grows into a sort of 
disease which has various and terrible results. Sir Richard Quain said, 
not long ago: “He is a man very rich indeed in physical power who can 
afford to be angry.” This istrue. Every time a man becomes white or 
red with anger, he is in danger of his life. The heart and brain are the 
organs mostly affected when fits of passion are indulged in. Not only 
does anger cause partial paralysis of the small blood vessels, but the heart’s 
action becomes intermittent; that is, every now and then it drops a beat— 
much the same thing as is experienced by excessive smokers.

sickness that they may enjoy health, and error is manifest that men may 
learn to entertain and enjoy the Truth. 

Mr. B. We appear to be getting wide of our subject somehow, or the 
connection is not clear to me. 

Mr. W. I am glad to return, and will now repeat the promise and 
prophecy for comment any way. After partaking of the forbidden fruit, 
an act of direct disobedience, the Lord said to the serpent, the representa- 
tive of transgression according to the record, “I will put enmity between 
thee and the woman, and between thy seed and her seed; it shall bruise 
thy head, and thou shalt bruise his heel.“ Now woman has for ever been 
the better part of human nature, more loving, more righteous, more sus- 
ceptible to truth and to spiritual influences than man although he was 
the appointed leader, and in this promise concerning her seed there was 
by the consent of all antiquity, and the full endorsement of both true and 
perverted Christianity, the prophecy of a Messiah or Redeemer, who 
should literally bruise the head of evil, while evil might barely bruise the 
heel of good. 

Mr. B. There may be a grain of truth beneath this mountain of theory, 
but it is interesting none the less, and you may see your way out whether 
I do or otherwise. 

Mr. W. Theory you may esteem it, but it is the golden thread running 
all through so-called sacred history, and to trace that is the highest 
wisdom, for it was placed there by the Divine hand, and “He will make 
it plain.” 

Mr. B. We are advancing now my learned friend, but we may not 
“hollo, till we are out of the wood,” although I begin to see light. 

Mr. W. Now this promise was never lost sight of by the prominent 
men of the Patriarchal era, as it probably harmonized with the then un- 
effaced memories of pre-existence and the pre-determination of the Coun- 
cils of Heaven. 

Mn. B. But is there not in the supposed length of Patriarchal life, 
some possibility of transmitting knowledge direct from sire to son? 

Mr. W. Iam glad you reminded me of that, for doubtless the knowledge 
of God and the remembrance of Divine promise was handed down from 
one to another, even if we suppose that the art of reading and writing was 
unknown, though there are reasons for doubting even this conclusion. 

Mr. B. Whether or no, some modern and more ancient undeveloped 
nations have transmitted viva voce, “songs, legends and historic facts,” 
and I see no reason why this could not have been done in earlier ages. 

Mr. W. I am sure you have the key there to the transmission of religi- 
ous knowledge, truth, prophecy and testimony, for Adam lived 800 years 
after Seth his son was born, and Enoch, who is called “the seventh from 
Adam,” was translated fifty seven years only after the death of the father 
of men, and nine prominent later Patriarchs were cotemporary also with 
Adam while he was still in the flesh. 

Mr. B. Why you surprise me, how can it be that more consideration is 
not given to this remarkable phase of history or fact. 

Mr. W. Well I am not apologizing for ignorance or for indifference, 
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but it is clear that of the number of these righteous men who knew Adam 
our great progenitor, there were six living in the days of Noah. 

Mr. B. I had no conception of these figures or as to the probability of 
Patriarchal association, or of the certainty of an intelligent transmission of 
both knowledge and tradition. 

Mr. W. And yet it is true that Adam, Seth, Enos, Cainan, Mahalaleel, 
Jared, Enoch, Methuselah and Lamech, were all living at the same time. 

Mr. B. Was there not the same opportunity of transmitting intelli- 
gence in regard to God, His promises and true religion after the flood that 
there was previously? 

Mr. W. There was of course, for Noah was 600 years of age when the 
flood came, and Lamech, his father, had only died some five years before 
that, then as you remember Lamech was fifty-six years old when Adam 
died and could have known him, and Noah certainly knew many of the later 
Patriarchs, and must have known of Adam from his father. 

Mx. B. Yes, but as to the flood, that was the question? 

Mr. W. Well, wait a little, this Lamech the father of Noah lived until 
he was 777 years old, and by this time Noah was 595 years old when his 
father died, consequently he had ample time for acquiring full information 
as to God and things associated with Him as already said. 

Mr. B. Thatis right, and you therefore infer that he could intelligently 
and truly educate his posterity. 

Mn. W. That is a righteous ä onl of the prominent men of 
the later period, “Shem the son of Noah; Arphaxad, Salah, Eber, Reu 
Serug, Terah, Nabor the brother of An and Abraham himself all 
lived at the same time, so there were eight great characters living who 
were cotemporary with both Noah and Abraham, and these were all, 
without doubt, believers in God, His promises, and were preachers of 
righteousness. Still further we have seen that prior to the flood, those 
persons named (less Adam and Seth) including Nosh, all lived at the same 
time, and that Enos, Canaan, Mahalaleel, Jared, Methuselah and. Lamech, 
knew both Adam and Noah; and thus you have the names of those who 
both before and after the flood were able to transmit that positive knowl- 
edge. which otherwise might have been no’more than a tradition.

CHOOSING A POPE. 


QUIETLY impressive is the ceremony of electing a new Pope. On the 
tenth day after the death of a Pope, or the eleventh if the day of his 
Holiness’s death is counted, the cardinals meet in the Vatican Palace to 
elect his successor. They are locked up in a suite of rooms, and their 
subsequent proceedings are regulated by laws nearly six centuries old. 

A turning box is built into the door through which food is passed; the 
keys are kept by an outside guard, and by the chief master of ceremonies 
on the inside. Prelates of various grades, changed twice each day, watch 
outside that no letters or messages are brought in, and in theory nothing 
can reach the conclavists from the outside world. 
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Euch cardinal is entitled to two servants, and a third if he is very feeble. 
Then there are two sacristans, two masters of ceremonies, one religious to 
hear confessions, one secretary, who has one servant, — surgeons, four 
barbers, one carpenter, and one mason. 

Three cardinals, one from each order, are chosen to Laid as tellers. In 
turn the cardinals approach a vase on the altar, and, kneeling, pray for 
guidance. Then they take this oath: 

“T call upon God, who will be my judge, to witness that I choose the 
person whom before God I judge ought to be elected, and that I will do 
the same on the accession.” 

Having sworn, they drop their ballots into the vase. The ballots are 
prepared thus: At one end the cardinal writes his name; he then folds 
the ballet so that his name shall not appear as the ballot is examined first, 
and seals the fold. The name of his candidate he writes in these words: 
“TI choose for Supreme Pontiff the Most Reverend——” and seals this part 
of the ballot. 

If it is found that no candidate has a two-thirds vote, a second ballot is 
held at once. If one candidate has just two-thirds of the votes, the ballots 
are opened entirely, so that the name of each voter may be seen; if the 
candidate has voted for himself his vote is not counted, and so he lacks 
one of an election. Then the ballots are burned, and a second ballot is 
taken in the afternoon. 

When one candidate has the necessary two-thirds of all the votes cast, 
the Cardinal-Deacon teller announces the name, the junior Cardinal- 
Deacon rings a bell, and the master of ceremonies and the secretary enter 
the chapel. Then the Cardinal-Deacon and two other cardinals approach 
the newly-elected Pope, and ask him if he accepts the election; if he does, 
all the canopies over the cardinals’ seats are taken down, except that over 
his seat. 

The Cardinal-Dean then asks the Pope what name he will take, and the 
secretary takes note of all that is happening. Two Cardinal-Deacons 
then lead the new Pope behind the high altar, where he puts on the ponti- 
fical vestments. He then seats himself before the high altar, and receives 
the salutations of all the Cardinals, who kiss him on the foot, the hand, 
and the mouth. 

The Cardinal-Camerlengo then places the ring of the fisherman on his 
finger, which the Pope gives back, that his name may be engraved on it. 
Then the senior Cardinal-Deacon, preceded by musicians and the choir 
singing “Ecce Sacerdos Magnus,” goes to the balcony and announces the 
election to the people: I announce to you a great joy. We have as Pope 
the most eminent and most Reverend „Cardinal of the Holy Roman 
Church, who has taken the name of ——.” 

The regulations prescribed that if the Cardinals cannot make a choice 
in three days, thereafter until they do they shall have but one meal a day, 
and if they do not make a choice in five days thereafter, their single meal 
shall consist of bread and wine or water. Those were changed later, and 
no such rule holds good now. 

The burning of the ballots formerly wes a very important signal to the 
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waiting crowds, as it meant that the election had not been made. Each 
day during a conclave the people of Rome assembled at about ten o'clock 
and again at two to see if smoke came from the chimney connected with 
the chapel where the balloting took place. 

Whether they will do so at the next conclave, or whether, in spite of all 
the vows of silence, the proceedings will be reported from day to day in 
the papers, is a question that time alone can answer. Daily Mail. 


UTAH ITEMS. 


The mineral output of Utah for 1899 will considerably exceed that of 1898. 

The wheat crop in many localities in the state has been seriously damaged by frost, 
shrinking the grain and rendering it unmarketable. 

The tour of the Tabernacle choir has been postponed on account of the illness of Mr. 
Higbee, who arranged for it. It is expected the tour will begin in January. 


The gross earnings of the Rio Grande Western for August were $372,700, the largest 
ever made in any month in the road’s history, and $101,200 more than for the same month 
last year. 

If the desired franchise can be had Salt Lake will have a new railroad depot as soon 
as it can be built. It will be erected on Third South and Fourth West streets. The 
ground has already been acquired. 

The State land board recently sold 2712.66 acres of school land in Millard County. 
The price varied from 75 cents to $6.00 per acre. The sale is the largest yet made by the 
board. The land lies along the Oregon Short line near Clear Lake. 

About twenty Spanish Fork ladies have been engaged in the silk industry the past 
summer and have harvested 500 pounds of cocoons. They have applied for the state 
bounty of 35 cents per pound, which amounts to the neat little sum of $175. 


The Ogden sugar factory began its second years’ operations last month. The Ogden 
factory is thoroughly modern, and made the most satisfactory first year run of any sugar 
factory in the west. It is principally owned by the Utah Sugar company. 


The public schools of Davis County have established a circulating library, the only one 
in the state. The larger districts contribute about $100 and the smaller ones $40 to the 
library fund. The books will be transferred about once a month, making the circuit in a 
year. 

The two largest orchards in Utah are in Davis County, the Adams and Home orchards. 
From the latter this year 1,000 bushels of prunes, 5,000 bushels of peaches, and 4,000 
bushels of apples will be marketed. The Adams orchard is operating a cannery and 
markets its fruit in a preserved state. 


The Rio Grande Western construction train entered the western boundary of Heber 
City, September 21, about noon, and by 3 o’clock the train was run into the depot grounds. 
A double force of men have been working the last few days, there being now some 50 men 
working in the construction gang. The four miles between Charleston and Heber were 
laid in three days. 


It is said that the Union Pacific and the Rio Grande Western contemplate building 
extensions from Park City to the mines. The former is to build a spur to the mouth of 
the Ontario drain tunnel, a distance of about five miles. 

The Western is to extend to the Anchor and Silver King mines, a distance of about 
three miles. 

A corps of Union Pacific surveyors have already been at work, as a preliminary to 
constructing the spurs. 
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
